Dan Montgomery releases Sin, Repent, Repeat. Street date: Tuesday, 
September 30". 
Focus track, “The Drunken Mouth” hits radio mid-September. 


Sin, Repent, Repeat is the fourth album by Memphis singer-songwriter 
Dan Montgomery. Produced by Montgomery and Robert Maché, Sin, 
Repent, Repeat is Montgomery’s hardest rocking album to date, with 13 
tracks that are every bit as tough as their subject matter performed with 
unapologetic swagger. That tough subject matter includes a seemingly 
endless string of acrimonious relationships, sexual abuse, drug abuse, 
isolation and a lot of contemplation with a bottle in hand. The tone for the 
album is set by the driving opening track, “The Drunken Mouth,” which 
features a close to gospel piano, a burning slide solo and the soaring voice 
of Candace Maché, who both echoes and counters the singer’s thoughts. 
The track establishes another musical point, this is rock and roll, not rock. 
The album is perfect paced with a few slower songs and ballads interjected 
every few songs. One of those ballads, the epic “The Thorn” is quite possibly 
the most ambitious composition Montgomery has yet achieved. If there was 
justice in the music biz, this song will become a staple of Americana radio. 


Lest the subject matter seem too intense, these songs are delivered with sly 
humor, pungent wit, and a startling honesty that makes the characters 
come alive. 


Born in Philadelphia, but growing up across the river in South Jersey, 
Montgomery has lived and breathed music all of his life, and was involved 
with several Philly bands before moving to Memphis early in the 21* 
Century. While he’s written hundreds of songs and performs often as a solo 
artist, he accepts the singer-songwriter mantle begrudgingly, telling a 
writer, "I'm fine with being called a Singer Songwriter as long as that 
category includes Chuck Berry and Lou Reed."

In Robert Maché, (best known for his work with Steve Wynn,) Montgomery 
has found the perfect collaborator to realize his musical vision, not only for 
his driving lead work, but in the production and arrangements.
